Let the Democrats 
Reveal Themselves 


We call attention to a letter published 
elsewhere on this page from an Athens 
physician, Dr. Guy O. Whelchel, in 
which he expresses concern over the 
lack of support being given the Demo- 
- eratic Party presidential nominees by 
Southern senators and representatives. 

Dr. Whelchel will find many citizens 
who heartily agree with him. If this 
lack of active support results in loss of 
both the presidency and of control of 
the Congress to the Republicans, these 
Southern House members and senators 
will lose their present strength as com- 
mittee chairmen and their power in the 
legis!ative branch. Presuming, of course, 
that they represent the best interests of 
the Southern people in Congress, such a 
blow would make the South the real 
loser. 

Dr. Whelchel points out that the 
Democratic Party record is largely that 
of these Southern congressmen, who, 
through seniority, have wielded the ma- 
jority power in both Houses under the 
Democratic administrations. Are they 
repudiating the record they helped to 
make’ Are they ashamed of it? 

Southerners have fairly good voting 
records on Democratic Party measures 
in Congress. Although some of them 
have deviated at times, major issues 
have enlisted their support. Senator 
Russell, who is sometimes called a con- 
servative, voted 98 per cent of the time 
in the last session of Congress for ad- 
ministration measures while Senator 
George supported the President 76 per 
cent of the time. Are Southern conr- 
gressmen ashamed of the record of men 
like Russell and George? 

Thus far, the hated measures that 
have been used to divide the South have 
been defeated because of the South's 
power in Congress. Are our leaders 
willing to sacrifice the progress the sec- 
tion has made under the party because 
of pique about issues they have been 
able to contain as a result of their power 
in the party? Are they not satisfied 
with the victories they have won at the 
Democratic convention and in Congress? 
Southern congressmen who hold of- 
fice under the label of the Democrats 
should stand up and be counted. We 
favor a two-party system and under- 
stand there is and must be wide dis- 
‘agreements even among party members. 
However, to use the Democratic label 
and then refuse to support the party's 
nominees seems a little dishonest, to say 
the least. 

Although we are not familiar with 
the attitudes of all of Georgia’s con- 
gressmen, we would like to commend 
Reps. Carl Vinson and Paul Brown for 
their public pledges of wholehearted 
support for the Democratic ticket. We 
do not see how any man serving under 
the Democratic banner can do otherwise. 

Should the Republicans win and the 
old GOP anti-South policies come back 
into vogue, we predict that there will 
be quite a few reluctant Democrats who 
will lose their congressional seats in the 
next few years. The record of South- 
ern voters has been pretty clear on this 
point in the past.

The Soviet Prepares 
New Traps for Us 


The keynote speech by Malenkov 
opening the 19th All-Soviet Communist 
Party- Congress Sunday, coupled with 
Stalin’s recent blast at the free world 
under leadership of the United States, 
gives us a pretty good idea of the brew 
the Soviet is cooking up. 

It is a stepped-up peace offensive, 
designed to stop rearmament of the 
Western World and to prevent inter- 
ference with such future aggression as 
that attempted in Korea, Greece, Ger- 
many, and in every other area where the 
opportunity presented itself. The Reds 
proved in Korea that their aggressive 
designs did not stop with subversion. 

This new propaganda trap is excel- 
lent in its timing. Much of the reason- 
ing itself comes from Western oppo- 
nents of the free world’s efforts to build 
up its defenses. It reveals quite clearly 
full support of Bevan’s line in England, 
for instance. | ‘ 

The Soviet tactic will be an all-out 
effort to break up the solid front against 
Communist aggression that the United 
States is now succeeding in building. 
They hope to. divide the Allies, to take 
over the world step by step after first 
lulling the individual nations into fatal 
national sleeping sickness. 

Their attacks on United States policy 
are an admission of the effectiveness of 
that policy. The world knows, as we 
know, that we disarmed ‘after World 
War II, while Russia continued to build. 
The world knows also the consequences 
of that early policy of trust. As we be- 
came weaker, her pressures became 
ever and ever greater. We recall the 
rape of Czechoslovakia, the Berlin block- 


lade, the unfolding blueprints of aggres-

sion that had we not called to a halt in 
Korea would today have already en- 
gulfed the earth. 

The world knows, as we know, that 
our policy of trust almost proved fatal. 
There is no mistake about our willing- 
ness to disarm, to set up atomic controls 
that would work—but not under the 
Soviet proposals that contain a death 
warrant for freedom. As for her will- 
ingness to set up treaties, we and the 
world have found that treaties and 
agreements to Stalin are scraps of paper 
to be discarded dishonorably as soon as 
he has accomplished his purpose in dis- 
arming his victim through apparently 
honorable means. 

Let not the free world be deluded 
that the Kremlin has abandoned in the 
slightest degree its aim of world domi- 
nation.

The Bible suggests the 
essential brotherhood of —_— 
all men in the story of a common heresitane 
of the human race. Every man is a child 
of Adam. 

There is another ancestry 
share in common. This is the ancestry of 
the spirit. All who love America are chil- 
dren of Washington and Jefferson and Line 
coln and Wilson.

They seem 
to say, ‘We have fought the good fight, but 
how do you measure up to the goals we 
pointed out and how genuinely do you 
appreciate the sacrifices we have made for 
you?’ ”’ 

Then turning to me my friend said:

At Rock Eagle

Keep Pounds 


Slimmed Down! = 


Once Normal 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


The most satisfactory part of 
a reducing program is keeping 
weight normal once you’ve slim- 
med down. By now you have a 
healthy start on re-educating 
your food tastes. Stay with the 
right foods and you'll hold the 
line easily. 

What’s more you now know 
caloric arithmetic and that’s the 
weapon that fends off the bulges. 
When dieting you had to cut your 
calorie intake below daily re- 
quirements. In the average re- 
ducing diet, calories are cut 
from one-third to a half under 
normal, for that is the only way 
nature can draw on stored fat 
and turn the excess pounds back 
into energy. 

CALORIE INTAKE 

But now that you've slimmed 
to normal, your daily calorie in- 
take should match your energy 
needs ... not more... not less. 
On more you would gain. On less 
you would eontinue to draw on 
stored fat and lose. But what 
are your energy needs in terms 
of round figures? Well, house- 
wives with small apartments to 
look after and office workers 
who ride to work use around 
2,000 calories a day. If you are 
short and not particularly active, 
chances are you need no more 
than 1,700 calories a day. 

On the _ holding-weight pro- 
gram, let the scales be your 
guide. Weigh yourself once a 
week in the morning—always at 
the same time and dressed in 
the same amount of clothing. 
If the pointer on the scales is 
up a pound or two, that’s proof 
you are topping your calorie re- 
quirements and eating too many 
fatteners. ,Take off that two 
pounds. It’s easy. 

PERFECT PLAN 

The nutritionally perfect plan 
for holding the line on weight is 
to build daily meals around the 
protective essentials without 
making meals top heavy in calo- 
ries. Check the list—eggs, milk 
or buttermilk; lean meat, fish 
or fowl; three vegetables, one a 
dark green, leafy; three fruits, 
one a citrus; plus a moderate 
amount of bread and butter. 

To keep weight up to beautiful 
normal, you can do one of two 
things: Either increase servings 
. to raise calorie intake, or eat 
moderate servings and add some 
of your favorite foods in modest 
amounts,

Children are far more perceptive than we generally realize. The 
average child can tell by the tone of his mother’s voice, the expres- 
sion im her eyes, whether her movements are hurried or slow, how 
she feels about matters.
